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INTRODUCTION. 

^""B^^HE Poor are a large, as well as 
B iifeful Part of the Community ; 
they fupply both the neccflary 
and ornamental Articles of Life ; they 
have therefore a jull Claim to the Pro- 
tecfion of the Rich, whofe Interefls mufl; 
direcl them to encourage the Induftrious 
in their Employments, to frame Laws 
for the Maintenance of their Rights, 
and to fuccour them in the Misfortunes 
to which they are unavoidably incident. 



Tliis 
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This iiUitiial Obligation between tlie, 
Rich and the Pooiv neither of whom^ 
cx)uld long fubfift without the Aid of the 
other, has in all Ao-es formed the moll 
natural and permanent Ground of Inter- 
courfe between the different Degrees of 
the People : the Artixan always depending 
Upon tiie Affluent for Employment, and 
the Succefs of the Artizan being always 
necedary to the Eafe and Convenience 
of the Affluent. 

In a Country where many Individuals 
are enriched by Commerce^ and where 
nil People are pofTeiFed of Civil Liberty, 
and ilie vmreftrained Exereife of their 
Faculties, the ornamental and necelfary 
Arts- mult unavoidably fi^^uriQi : but,, 
wherever many Perfons are employed. 
Labor niiifl be clieap ; the Earnings,, 
therefore, of the Artizan, will feidoni. 
exceed his Expences ; and as many of 
tliefe Arts depend upon Circumftances 
cjhkangeable in their Nature, Multitudes 
6^ mu£t 
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fiiuft thereby be liable to fufTer a tempo- 
rary Poverty. 

However, \vhilrt Health contuiiies, the 
tlefburces which daily open to the In- 
duftrious in a Trading Country, afford 
alTo a temporary Subfillance to their Fa- 
milies : but a long Continuance of Health 
is the Lot of few* The Poor, from the 
occafional Want of Employment andf 
wholefome Food, from Expofure to all 
Changes of the Weather, and from va- 
rious other Caufes, are often vifited with 
Sicknefs, as well as with Foverty , one, 
indeed, is confequent upon the other, 
and thereby they become the hnuiediate 
Objev^ls of Affiftanee. It is then pecu" 
liarly nece/Iary that the Hand of Pity 
Ihould be extended to foften the Panos 
of a fjch Bed, and to reftore Health and. 
Eafe to the Poor in Afflidion^ 

But ailectlng as the Pi£lure of Poverty 
vmhcd with Difeaic may appear, it ferves 

to 
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to heighten our Approbation of the ge- 
nerous and benevolent Spirit, which 
every Quarter of this City nobly exhibits; 
the numerous Hefpitals, and other mu- 
nificent Receptacles for our diftrefTed 
Fellow-creatures, are undeniable Proofs 
of the Piety, Compadion, and Liberality 
of the Opulent, which no preceding 
Ase ever afforded. Greece had her ex- 
quifite Statues, and Rome her public 
Baths and Edifices ; but Chriftianity hath 
introduced genuine Compaflion and Be- 
neficence, unknown both to ancient 
Greece and Rome. 

In a free Country, where the Manners 
of the People are thus foftened and hu- 
manized, and amongft whom mutual 
Interefls mud perpetually fubfifl, a fpon- 
taneous Gratitude will naturally arife in 
the Poor towards their Benefaftors, to 
repay by their Induflry thofe Obligations 
which their unavoidable Sicknefs had in- 
curred; they not only meet their Fami- 
lies 
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lies with Pleafure, but they are animated 
to follow their daily Labor with redoubled 
Cheerfulnefs and Vigor. 

When the various Diflrefles of the In- 
digent are confidered, there is rather 
Caufe to admire, that the Inftances of 
their Mifconducl (liould be fo rare: when 
they behold the Affluence, Eafe, and In- 
dulgence of their Superiors, when, in 
fpitc of their utmoft Induftry they can 
with Difficulty fupport their Families; 
and when Sicknefs and Difappointments 
fupervene, it is not to be wondered at if 
fome Expreffions of Difcontent fhould 
break forth amongft them. But fuch 
only can properly judge of thefe Repin- 
ings, who have feen a whole Family, 
that once experienced better Days, con- 
fined to one Chamber, and one folitary 
Bed, with Sicknefs, with Want, and a 
total Incapacity to raife one Penny for 
their Subfiilance. 



Since 
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Since the Eftablilliracnt of the General 
Bilpeniary in the Year 1770, about 
Eight thoafand poor Perfons have beea 
attended by the Phyficlans, into many 
of whofe Habitations they have entered, 
and been eon verfant with their Suffering's, 
and their Refignation under them ; in 
both of which they have exceeded many 
of their Fellow-creatures, whofe Lot has 
cafl them in a fuperior Station. 

A 'Man, conyerfant only with the 
common Concerns of Life, would infer, 
upon the leaft Refledlion, that as Families 
in the middle Station, with the utmofl: 
Circumfpe(flion, cannot reflrain their 
Expences under conllderable Sums a 
Year ; the laboring Poor, and many in- 
genious Artizans, who cannot poflibly 
acquire more than Forty or Fifty Pounds 
in the {lime Time, muO: be liable to 
fuifer much Diftrcfs, either when out of 
Employment, or when vifited with Sicl^- 
|icfs. Temperance and Labor render 

them 
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them prolific; and to fupport a nume- 
rous Family with all the NecefTaries of 
Life, by their fmall Earnings, is an in- 
vincible Proof of the Oeconomy and In- 
duftry that generally prevail among 
them. 

Sometimes indeed, by fucceffive At- 
tacks of Illnefs, they arc incapable of 
procuring the common NecefTaries of Life ; 
they have literally wanted Bread, as well 
as Cloaths, and inftead of a Bed, an old 
Oil-cloth has been fnbftituted, and the 
whole Furniture of it has been a worn- 
out Blanket, infufficient to hide what 
Decency requires. On fuch a Couch 
have been found, a Hufband, a Wife, 
and Two or Three Children at once 
chained by Dileafe, without any Re- 
fources to procure a Morfel of Bread ; 
they have thus continued, till the Pay- 
ment for their wretched Dwellings be- 
came due, when this difmal Confine- 
ment has been changed for the horrible 

B , Reftraint 
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Reftramt of a Prifon, loaded with Putri- 
dity arid Poifon, which by timely Affifl- 
ance might have been prevented. 

It muft be owned, indeed, that fuch 
Examples of extreme Diftrefs do not very 
often occur; they are, however, much 
more frequent than is ufually imagined, 
by thofe who confider the amazing Sum 
which the Poor-rates annually amount 
to, and the various other Provifions cal- 
culated to relieve the Indigent. But 
from whatever Caufes the prevailing Dif- 
trefles of the Poor may originate, prefent 
Mifery requires prefent Aid ; whereby 
I Health, which is fo neceflary to their 
Subfiftance, will be fooner reflored, Fa- 
mine and a Prifon avoided, the Nation 
inriched by Induftry, and a hardy Race 
of ufeful Members preferved to the Com- 
munity. 

The Occafions of making ourfclvcs 
happy by extending Relief to the Needy, 

are 



arc numberlels, and would feem adapted 
to diiFnTeHappinefs more generally among 
Mankind. If AfTlnence and Indepen- 
dence could univerfally prevail, the Be- 
nevolent would not experience the inex- 
prcflible Pleafure of Relieving the DiC- 
trefTed ; neither could there exift that 
grateful Satisfaction, which modeft Indi- 
gence ever feels from well-timed Succour. 
In this City, however, there is no Pro- 
bability that thele Caufes of mutual 
Pleafure will ever be removed ; but on 
the other Handj, the AiHu.ence of foiue 
rifes in Proportion to the Neceflities of 
others, whofe Wants filently petition for 
their Airiftance, 

A little Good, properly directed, is 
often great in its Increafe ; the Widow's 
jMite was not beftowed in vain; no Per- 
fon, therefore, fliould withhold his Hand, 
from the Reflection that a little can pro- 
diuce no Benefit, but rather be animated 
to do good, by obferving that great 

B 2 EfFeds 
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EfFe6ls have refnlted from trifling Caufes, 
as the fmallefl: Spring is the Source of a 
mighty River which waters numerous 
Provinces. 

The Defign of the General Difpenfary 
is to ad minifter Advice and Medicines to 
the Poor, not only at the Difpenfary, 
but alfo at their own Habitations ; which 
latter Circumftance is an Advantage 
peculiar to this Plan. And, notwith- 
flanding the many excellent Charities, 
already fubfifting for Relief of the Sick, 
in and about this great Metropolis, yet, 
when it is confidcred how many Poor, 
from the Nature of their Circumftances 
and Diforders, are ilili neceflarily con- 
fined to their wretched Dwellings, and 
perifli through Want of proper Afliftance, 
the Utility of this Inilitution becomes 
obvious. 

It is prefumed that this Charity will be 
particularly ferviceablc to fuch poor la- 
bouring 
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bouring Families, when vifited with 111- 
nefs, as have not wherewith to affift 
themfelves, and yet are willing to exert 
their utmoft Endeavors for Support in 
Sicknefs as well as in Health. What 
Pleafure muft it therefore afford the Be- 
nevolent and Humane to ftep in, at this 
critical Time of Dlftrefs, to their Affift- 
ance, and to be, vmdcr Providence, the 
happy Inftruraents of relieving thefe 
poor Objeds from their various Afflic 
tionsi 

This Charity extends alfo to the 
Difeafes of Children ; as it is too evident, 
that many of thefe, under a Variety of 
flight Maladies which affect their tender 
Frames, are, by Negleft or improper 
Treatment, totally lofl to the Public ; 
or, if they furvive, are rendered ufelefs, 
if not burthenfome, Members of the 
Community. It is a melancholy Truth, 
that near Half the Number born in 
London die under Two Years of Age. 

The 
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The Subfcription is fixed low, with a 
Wiew to render the Charity, more cxten- 
five, and give the induftrious Poor an 
eafy Opportunity of obtaining Recom- 
mendations from their benevolent Neigh- 
bours, on the earlicft Attack of Sickncfs; 
and thereby of receiving immediate 
Help, before their Difeafes have acquired 
that Degree of Violence^ which Indi- 
gence and Delay muft neccfTarily oc- 
cafion. 

The Promoters of this Undertaking 
therefore Hatter themfelves, that the Hu- 
manity and Importance thereof will fuf= 
ficiently recommend it : They rejoice in 
the Encouragement it hath already re- 
celvcd, and doubt not its continuing to 
meet with that Attention from the Public, 
which the Nature and Utility of the In-^ 
ftitution fo defervedly claim*

S fuch an extenllve Plan could not 
be immediately carried into Exe- 
cution in all the adjoining Parts 
of this great Metropolis, it was thought ex- 
pedient to eftablifli the FirH: Dilpenfary in 
the City of Lofidon, and, for the, prefent, 
to fettle the Limits of Vifiting the Sick at 
their own Habitations within the Liberties 
thereof. 




The 
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The Difpenfaiy is fituated in Alderfgate- 
Jlreet, where a Phyfician attends at Eleven 
o'clock every Day (^Sundays excepted) to 
give Advice to fuch Out-patients as fhall 
come recommended, and to vifit the Home- 
patients at the Places of their Abode, as the 

Cafe may require. By Out-patients are 

meant, fuch as are able to attend the Dif- 
penfary ; by Home-patients fuch as are not 
able to attend. 

Though Home-patients are, for the pre- 
fent, fuch only as live within the City and 
Liberties of London ; yet Out-patients are 
relieved without any Reflriclion as to Place 
of Relidence. 

An Apothecary eonftantly refides at the 
Difpenfary, to receive Letters of ^lecom- 
mendation, and compound and deliver out 
the Medicines prescribed by the Phyficians. 

Chirurgical, Ve?iereal, and Lunatick Cafes 
are not admitted, being the peculiar Ob- 
jeds of other Charities. 



But 
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But as there are Medical Cafes, wherein 
Chirurgical Affiftance is requilite, a Surgeon 
attends on fuch Occalions. 

No Perfons arts deemed Obje<£ls of this 
Charity, but fuch as are really necefiitous. 

Each Patient is admitted by a printed 
Letter of Recommendation, ligned by a Go- 
vernor; and, when cured, returns Thanks, 
that fuch Governor may be informed of his 
Right to prefent another Objedt. 

A General Meeting is held on the Second 
IFedmfday in March, June, September, and 
December in every Year, at which Nine Go- 
vernors conftitute a Board. 

A Committee of Fifteen Governors 
(Three of whom are a Quorum) are chofen. 
at the General Meetings in June and Decem^^ 
ber, and meet at the Difpenfary on the laft 
JVednefday in every Month ; which Com- 
mittee is open for any Governors who pleafa 
to attend, and who are intitled to a Vote 

C equally 
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equally with the Gentlemen appointed 
thereon. 



Perfons fubfcribing One Guinea annually 
to the Support of this Charity, are Gover- 
nors during the Continuance of their Sub- 
fcriptions, and intitled to have One Patient 
at a Time upon the Difpenfiiry Lift. 

Governors fubfcribing Two Guineas an- 
nually are intitled to have Two Patients 
upon the Li{l. 

A Benefaction of Ten Guineas conftitutes 
a Governor for Life, and admits Two Pa- 
tients at a Time upon the Books. 

Nobility, Members of Parliament, and 
Ladies, fubfcribing as above, may vote at 
ail Eie£lions, by any Governor appointed 
Proxy in Writing for that Purpofe. 

Annual Sabfcribers, defiroiis of being Go- 
vernors for Life, may become fuch, on paying 
within the Year a further Sum, to make up 
not lefs than Ten Guineas in the Whole.

CONDITION PRIOR TO TREATMENT 

The front and back paper covers were detached with many tears and 
losses. The sewing was partially intact; there were loose leaves at the 
front. The laid paper text was brittle, and moderately soiled and 
discolored, the title page was heavily soiled. There were tears and losses 
to the text paper. The text paper was stained. There were Ubrary 
stamps in the text, and on the title page. A large book plate was 
adhered to the inside front cover. The surface pH of the text was 3.9. 

TREATMENT 

The edges of the textblock and heavily soiled leaves were cleaned with 
grated and solid white vinyl erasers. The textblock was disbound. The 
text was washed in a bath of deionized water and deacidiGed in an 
aqueous solution of magnesium bicarbonate. The leaves were repaired 
with acrylic toned Japanese paper and wheat starch paste. The book was 
resewn by hand with unbleached Irish linen thread with the addition of 
new end leaves of handmade paper. The pamphlet was recovered in a 
non adhesive paper cover that is reinforced with acid free buffered 
board. The title labels were reattached. The surface pH after treatment 
was 8.7. 
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
